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ANNOUNCEMENTS   FOR   THE   SESSION   OF   1921-1922 

Baylor  University  College  of  Medicine  enters  September  26,  1921,  upon 
its  twenty-second  year.  Through  many  trials  and  against  many  difficul- 
ties it  has  now  reached  the  stage  where  its  future  is  well  established. 
With  the  annual  appropriation  from  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Baptist 
General  Convention  of  Texas  and  the"  recent  gift  of  $30,000.00  for  the 
coming  session  from  the  General  Educational  Board  of  the  Rockefeller 
Foundation  much  greater  progress  is  assured  for  the  coming  session  than 
for  any  year  heretofore. 

HISTORICAL  STATEMENT 

Baylor  University  was  founded  in  1845,  being  the  first  university  or- 
ganized in  the  state.  In  1886  it  was  rechartered,  placed  under  the  control 
of  the  Baptist  General  Convention  of  Texas  and  located  at  Waco,  in 
consolidation  with  Waco  University.  In  1903  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Baylor  University  took  over  the  School  of  Medicine,  which  had  been 
organized  at  Dallas  in  1900  and  was  known  as  the  Medical  Department 
of  the  University  of  Dallas.  This  agreement  with  Baylor  University  was 
for  a  term  of  three  years,  the  faculty  of  the  Medical  College  to  govern 
the  finances.  This  arrangement  was  renewed  for  three  years,  but  in 
1909  Baylor  University  assumed  absolute  responsibility  for  its  Medical 
Department,  which  action  converted  the  Baylor  University  College  of 
Medicine  into  an  integral  and  co-ordinate  part  of  the  University. 

The  Texas  Baptist  Memorial  Sanitarium  adjoining  the  Medical  College 
building  was  opened  in  October,  1909,  the  College  of  Medicine  having 
access,  but  no  distinct  affiliation.  On  February  15,  1912,  the  College  of 
Medicine  obtained  much  closer  affiliation  with  the  sanitarium  by  the 
formation  of  an  Executive  Staff,  selected  from  the  faculty  of  the  College 
of  Medicine.  The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  sanitarium  at  this  time 
agreed  to  turn  over  all  clinical  material  to  the  Executive  Staff  and  further 
requested  this  staff  to  perfect  an  organization  for  the  professional  side 
of  the  sanitarium,  both  in  its  indoor  and  outdoor  departments,  and  for 
the  Training  School  of  Nurses.  This  affiliation  was  satisfactorily  con- 
tinued until  the  opening  of  the  session  of  1920-21.  At  that  time  a  com- 
plete reorganization  of  the  faculty  and  staff  was  perfected.  The  staff, 
by  charter  change,  now  consists  of  only  those  physicians  having  faculty 
connections  and  only  such  have  access  to  the  hospital,  thus  all  clinical 
material  is  made  available  for  teaching  purposes.  In  November,  1920,  the 
Baptist  General  Convention  voted  to  consolidate  the  two  plants,  that  is, 
the  Texas  Baptist  Memorial  Sanitarium  and  the  College  of  Medicine, 
and  place  the  combined  institutions  under  one  board,  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  Baylor  University.  This  arrangement  was  completed  during  the 
present  session  and  the  Texas  Baptist  Memorial  Sanitarium  is  now  the 
Baylor  Hospital  and  the  former  Training  School  for  Nurses  is  now  the 
Baylor  University  School  of  Nursing.    The  School  of  Nursing,  under  the 
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efficient  management  of  its  very  competent  staff,  has  become  a  very 
high  grade  institution.  The  nurses  are  housed  in  a  magnificent  four- 
story  brick  building  adjoining  the  hospital. 

As  a  result  of  the  successful  Seventy-five  Million  Campaign  of  the 
Baptists  of  Texas,  and  the  local  campaign  in  Dallas  in  1919  there  is  avail- 
able $1,600,000.00  in  aliquot  parts  in  five  years  for  the  enlargement  of  the 
combined  institutions.  Much  adjoining  property  has  already  been  pur- 
chased and  a  five-story  modern  hospital  building  for  women  and  children 
is  now  being  erected.  This  building  will  have  a  capacity  of  about  150 
beds  and  is  located  between  the  present  hospital  building  and  the  nurses' 
home.  An  addition  to  the  present  hospital  building  is  being  constructed. 
This  will  be  a  five-story  addition  and  will  house  the  different  hospital 
laboratories,  the  X-Ray  department,  the  mortuary  and  clinical  conference 
rooms.  Plans  for  additional  buildings  have  been  drawn  and  will  be  com- 
pleted as  soon  as  conditions  make  it  possible  to  do  so.  The  whole  general 
plan  comprises  enlargement  and  perfection  to  the  extent  of  making  of 
this  a  great  medical  center.  The  present  plant,  consisting  of  the  hospital, 
college,  nurses'  home,  etc.,  and  the  new  buildings  in  process  of  construc- 
tion, comprises  an  expenditure  of  approximately  $2,000,000. 

LOCATION 

Dallas,  the  home  of  the  Medical  Department  of  Baylor  University,  is 
a  very  progressive,  wide-awake  city,  the  center  of  a  densely  populated 
area.  It  is  easily  accessible  for  those  who  need  the  services  of  modern 
physicians  and  the  city  with  its  surrounding  dense  population  affords 
more  than  ample  material  for  the  most  modern  teaching  purposes.  The 
College  of  Medicine  with  its  associated  hospitals  is  so  located  in  the  city 
as  to  be  easily  reached  from  all  parts  of  the  city. 

GENERAL  PLAN  OF  EDUCATION 

The  Medical  Department  of  Baylor  University,  as  indicated  in  the 
historical  statement  given  above,  is  both  in  spirit  and  in  fact  a  unit.  All 
the  courses  required  for  graduation  are  given  in  the  buildings  constitut- 
ing the  laboratories  and  wards  of  the  College  of  Medicine  and  the  Baylor 
Hospital,  with  its  Out-Patient  Dispensary.  This  permits  free  and  con- 
tinuous contact  between  the  preclinical  branches  of  medicine  and  the 
clinical  years.  Free  intercourse  between  the  professors  and  instructors 
of  the  first  two  and  last  two  years  of  the  medical  curriculum  in  labora- 
tories and  scientific  gatherings  is  maintained.  The  classes  are  small, 
being  limited  to  50  students  for  each  class,  so  considerable  individual 
instruction  is  possible.  Easy  access  of  students  to  professors  and  instruc- 
tors is  fostered.  In  order  that  the  education  in  the  preclinical  years  is 
not  too  distinctly  separated  from  that  of  the  clinical  years,  and  visa  versa, 
there  is  an  easy  play  between  the  scientific  laboratories  and  the  clinics 
on  the  one  hand  and  the  clinics  and  the  laboratories  on  the  other.  The 
whole  general  plan  is  to  make  of  the  graduates  in  medicine  good  general 
practitioners  and  not  stress  unduly  the  specialties. 
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AFFILIATED  HOSPITALS 

Baylor  Hospital 

Adjoins  the  Medical  College  Building. 
This  hospital,  formerly  known  as  the  Texas  Baptist  Memorial  Sani- 
tarium, now  comes  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Trustees  of  Baylor 
University.  The  superintendent  of  the  hospital  and  selected  heads  of  its 
main  departments  are  members  of  the  Advisory  Board.  All  members  of 
the  faculty  and  only  these  members  have  access  to  the  hospital.  By  this 
arrangement  all  patients  entering  the  hospital  can  be  used  for  teaching 
purposes.  The  Hospital  is  well  equipped  and  contains  250  beds.  There 
is  going  up  now  an  additional  hospital  building,  located  between  the 
present  Hospital  and  the  Nurses'  Home,  with  a  capacity  of  125  beds. 
This  will  add  greatly  to  the  facilities  for  clinical  teaching.  A  separate 
building,  but  on  the  same  grounds  as  the  Baylor  Hospital,  contains  wards 
for  colored  patients. 

The  Parkland  (City)  Hospital 
The  management  of  the  Hospital  and  the  disposition  of  its  clinical 
possibilities  is  controlled  by  a  non-political  hospital  board.  The  staff  is 
composed  equally  of  school  and  non-school  men.  The  non-school  mem- 
bers of  the  staff  have  conceded  a  division  of  time  which  gives  to  the 
college  the  care  and  treatment  of  the  sick  throughout  the  school  year. 
The  hospital  contains  100  beds,  including  a  ward  set  aside  for  maternity 
cases.  This  hospital  affords  a  varied  and  interesting  group  of  cases  at 
all  times  and  the  clinical  material  is  used  to  the  best  advantage  possible 
for  the  students. 

Woodlawn  Hospital 
This  is  a  thoroughly  modern  hospital  for  the  treatment  of  tubercu- 
losis. The  hospital  affords  facilities  for  the  demonstration  of  all  stages 
and  types  of  the  disease  as  well  as  the  various  forms  of  treatment.  The 
senior  students  will  have  practical  instruction  in  the  wards  of  this 
hospital. 

Dallas  Baby  Hospital 
This  hospital  is  located  near  the  Parkland  (City)  Hospital  and  has  a 
capacity  of  forty  beds.  It  is  maintained  by  public  contributions  and 
doctors  and  nurses  give  their  services  free.  Sick  poor  children  of  the 
city  under  two  years  of  age  are  admitted.  Senior  students  here  receive 
part  of  their  clinical  teaching  in  Pediatrics.  Excellent  facilities  are 
available  and  are  used  for  the  teaching  of  infant  feeding  in  all  its  dif- 
ferent phases. 

The  Baylor  Dispensary 
The  Out-Patient   Department  provides   facilities   for  instruction  in   all 
branches  of  clinical  medicine  and   surgery.     Diseases  of   every  type  are 
treated  in  the  various  clinics,  each  of  which  is  under  the  supervision  of 
a  chief  who  is  responsible  for  the  instruction  of  the  students. 
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During  the  third  and  fourth  years  groups  of  students  are  assigned  to 
the  clinics  in  medicine,  surgery,  gynecology,  pediatrics,  dermatology, 
urology,  ophthalmology,  laryngology,  neurology,  etc.  The  work  is  strictly 
practical,  students  being  required  to  prepare  case  histories,  examine 
patients,  make  diagnoses,  outline  therapeutic  indications,  and  keep  records 
of  results.  All  this  is  done  under  the  personal  supervision  and  direction 
of  experienced  teachers. 

A  large  and  varied  clinical  material  is  available  and  each  year  the 
growth  of  this  department  has  been  manifested  by  a  continuous  increase 
in  the  number  of  patients  treated  during  the  year. 

Clinical  Opportunities 

In  the  hospitals  each  student  is  assigned  as  many  cases  as  he  can  thor- 
oughly study.  He  takes  the  case  histories,  makes  physical  and  laboratory 
examinations,  tentative  diagnoses  and  progress  records.  The  case  his- 
tories, etc.,  are  corrected  by  the  instructor  in  the  presence  of  the  student 
and  the  instructor  discusses,  with  the  student,  all  phases  in  connection 
with  each  case,  including  the  indications  for  and  results  of  treatment. 
In  sections  the  class  makes  ward  rounds  with  the  attending  physicians 
and  surgeons  so  that  each  student,  besides  critically  studying  his  own 
case,  has  the  opportunity  of  observing  the  essential  and  interesting  fea- 
tures of  the  cases  of  the  other  members  of  his  section.  When  surgical 
cases  are  operated  upon,  the  students  to  whom  they  have  been  assigned 
witness  the  operation  and  keep  record  of  post-operative  progress. 

Diagnostic  clinics  and  clinical  conferences  are  held  regularly.  The 
entire  class  attends  these  clinics. 

Library 

The  Library  receives  regularly  the  journals  covering  all  the  important 
current  medical  literature  and  contains  approximately  three  thousand 
books,  including  all  the  more  important  texts  and  reference  books  needed 
for  medical  instruction  and  research.  All  books  recommended  by  the 
several  departments  for  collateral  reading  are  on  file  in  the  Library. 
Students  have  full  privilege  of  the  Library  and  may  obtain  the  opportu- 
nity to  consult  or  borrow  books  not  upon  the  general  files  by  written 
request  through  the   Librarian. 

All  the  students  are  required  to  provide  themselves  with  the  text  books 
recommended  by  the  several  departments,  as  the  Library  does  not  under- 
take this  function. 

Hospital  Appointments 

Interneships  in  the  Baylor  University  Hospital  are  open  to  ten  gradu- 
ates of  the  Baylor  University  College  of  Medicine  or  some  other  approved 
medical  school,  which  are  allotted  by  competitive  examination.  Internes 
serve  for  one  year,  and  at  the  end  of  each  year  the  two  most  capable 
members  of  the  interne  staff  are  eligible  to  the  positions  of  House  Physi- 
cian  and   House    Surgeon   for  the   second   year. 
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Interneships  in  the  Parkland  (City)  Hospital  also  are  awarded  to  six 
members  of  the  graduating  class.  Opportunities  for  interneship  in  the 
large  hospitals  in  other  cities  are  constantly  being  offered,  and  there  hare 
in  the  past  always  been  more  positions  available  than  could  be  filled. 

GENERAL  INFORMATION 

Courses 

The  Baylor  University  College  of  Medicine  offers  two  courses  in 
Medicine,  as  follows : 

First — 'The  regular  four-year  medical  course  leading  to  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Medicine.  This  is  the  course  prescribed  by  the  Council  of 
Medical  Education  of  the  American  Medical  Association,  the  Association 
of  the  American  Medical  Colleges,  and  the  various  governing  bodies. 

Second — A  six-year  combined  collegiate  and  medical  course  leading  to 
the  degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  and  Doctor  of  Medicine.  This  course 
includes  those  college  subjects  required  for  admission  to  the  Medical 
School  and  the  regular  four  years  of  medical  instruction.  It  gives  the 
degrees  of  A.  B.  and  M.  D.  in  six  years.  This  course  is  recommended 
for  the  student  who  has  only  had  his  high  school  requirements. 

Requirements  for  Admission 

1.  The  minimum  requirement  for  admission  to  the  College  of  Medi- 
cine is  the  completion  of  fifteen  units  in  an  accredited  high  school,  plus 
two  years  of  pre-medical  college  work  in  an  approved  institution  of  the 
first  class.  ;  *

A.  B.  and  M.  D.  Combination  Degrees 

If  a  student  shall  have  completed  his  two  years  of  pre-medical  college 
work  in  Baylor  University,  on  graduation  from  Baylor  University  College 
of  Medicine,  he  will  be  given  both  the  A.  B.  and  M.  D.  degrees.  This 
cannot  be  done  if  the  student  did  his  pre-medical  work  in  another  insti- 
tution, except  as  follows:  If  a  student  enters  the  Baylor  College  of 
Medicine  from  a  correlated  Junior  College,  or  from  any  other  approved 
Junior  or  Standard  College,  on  completion  of  the  required  medical  work 
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for  graduation  he  will  be  given,  in  addition  to  his  M.  D.  degree,  an  A.  B. 
degree,  provided  he  shall  have  completed  three  summer  quarters'  work, 
or  a  total  of  nine  approved  majors  in  Baylor  University  at  Waco,  Texas. 

Registration 

All  medical  students,  both  old  and  new,  are  required  to  register  in 
person  at  the  Administration  Office  of  the  College  of  Medicine  before 
entering  upon  work  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 

All  six-year  combined  degree  course  students  register  for  each  of  the 
two  collegiate  years  through  the  offices  of  the  Dean  of  the  University,  or 
the  Registrar  of  the  University,  located  at  Waco,  Texas.  During  the  last 
four  years  of  the  course  students  matriculate  in  the  Administration  Office 
of  the  Medical  College. 

Applications  for  admission  to  the  four-year  course  should  be  addressed 
to  the  Registrar  of  the  College  of  Medicine.  Applicants  for  admission 
to  the  six-year  combined  degree  course  should  be  sent  to  the  Registrar 
of  Baylor  University,  Waco,  Texas. 

Applicants  when  presenting  themselves  for  registration  should  bring 
with  them  properly  executed  certificates  of  their  preliminary  education, 
blanks  for  which  will  be  supplied  by  the  office  of  the  College  of  Medicine. 
If  they  are  seeking  advanced  standing,  letter  or  honorable  dismissal,  and 
official  statements  of  their  previous  work  in  addition  to  the  certificates 
of  their  preliminary  education  will  be  required. 

GENERAL  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS,  INCLUDING  THOSE  FOR 
ATTENDANCE,   ADVANCEMENT   IN   COURSE   AND   GRADUATION 

Rules  and  Regulations  for  Examinations  and  Class  Standing 

Regular  attendance  in  all  courses  is  required.  Attendance  of  at  least 
90  per  cent,  of  the  scheduled  work  in  each  course  is  necessary.  It  is  not 
to  be  understood  that  this  rule  would  permit  a  student  to  constantly 
attend  only  90  per  cent,  of  the  work  during  the  session. 

The  minimum  passing  grade  is  75  per  cent.  A  grade  of  60  per  cent,  to 
74  per  cent  inclusive  is  a  condition ;  below  60  per  cent,  a  failure.  A  grade 
once  entered  cannot  be  changed. 

The  examinations  at  the  end  of  a  semester  are  final  for  the  work  of 
that  semester.  Students  failing  in  any  course  at  the  end  of  the  semester 
cannot  register  for  the  next  consecutive  course  in  that  subject. 

Students  failing  in  two  or  more  subjects  or  conditioned  in  three  or 
more  or  the  equivalent  thereof  must  repeat  the  work  of  the  year  in  which 
such  deficiencies  occurred.  If  this  number  of  deficiencies  occurs  at  the 
end  of  the  first  semester  then  such  students  are  refused  further  registra- 
tion for  that  school  session.  Students  receiving  conditions  in  not  more 
than  two  subjects  shall  be  eligible  for  re-examination  in  these  subjects 
at  the  regular  time  set  for  such  supplementary  examinations.  The  in- 
structor of  the  subject  in  which  such  condition  occurs  may  require  any 
additional  work  from  the  student  deemed  necessary. 
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Examinations  for  the  removal  of  conditions  in  courses  completed  dur- 
ing the  second  semester  will  be  held  during  the  week  just  before  the 
opening  of  the  next  session.  Examinations  for  the  removal  of  conditions 
in  courses  given  during  the  first  semester  may  be  removed  by  a  special 
examination  held  during  the  second  week  in  February.  Examinations 
for  the  removal  of  conditions  received  at  the  end  of  the  senior  year  will, 
if  approved  by  the  faculty,  be  held  on  the  day  just  preceding  the  day  of 
commencement.  For  such  supplementary  examinations  a  fee  of  $3.00  in 
each  subject  must  be  paid. 

~A  student  failing  to  appear  for  re-examination  at  the  regular  appointed 
time  for  such  examinations  forfeits  all  privileges  of  re-examination  and 
shall  be  considered  as  having  failed  unless  it  can  be  shown  such  student 
had  valid  and  sufficient  reason  for  such  absence.  If  the  Committee  on 
Examinations  and  Promotions  decides  such  reasons  are  sufficient  the 
student  will  be  granted  the  privilege  of  a  special  re-examination. 

A  condition  not  removed  on  re-examination  becomes  a  failure.  Any 
student  required  to  repeat  the  year's  work  and  failing  a  second  time 
shall  be  denied  further  registration  in  this  school.  A  student  is  not 
permitted  to  carry  a  deficiency  beyond  the  year  succeeding  that  in  which 
such  deficiency  occurred  nor  to  carry  a  deficiency  beyond  the  junior  year. 
Students  required  to  repeat  a  course  will  not  be  permitted  to  carry  any 
advanced  work  which  conflicts  with  the  subject  in  which  such  deficiency 
exists  nor  any  subject  or  subjects  to  which  the  deficient  subject  is  a 
prerequisite. 

The  faculty  reserves  the  right  to  refuse  registration  or  to  dismiss  any 
student  whose  attendance  in  this  school  it  deems  inadvisable. 

Admission  to  Advanced  Standing 

Applicants  for  admission  to  advanced  standing  may  become  candi- 
dates for  the  degree  of  M.  D.  under  the  following  conditions:  (1)  They 
must  furnish  evidence  that  they  are  eligible  for  admission  to  the  first 
year  of  this  school,  and  have  letter  of  honorable  dismissal  from  the 
school  whose  medical  work  they  offer.  (2)  They  must  show  that 
courses  equivalent  to  those  given  in  this  school  in  the  year  or  years 
preceding  that  to  which  admission  is  desired  have  been  satisfactorily 
completed  in  an  acceptable  medical  school.  Students  taking  work  at  a 
college  with  a  lower  classification  will  not  be  granted  credit.  (3)  At  the 
discretion  of  the  Dean,  they  must  be  prepared  to  pass  examinations  in 
those  subjects  for  which  they  ask  credit. 

Requirements  for  Graduation 

The  candidate  for  the  degre  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  must  have  attained 
the  age  of  twenty-one  years  and  must  be  of  good  moral  character.  He 
must  have  studied  medicine  for  four  full  years  and  must  have  attended 
four  annual  courses  as  a  matriculated  student,  the  last  of  which  has  been 
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spent  in  this  school.  He  must  have  completed  the  required  work,  have 
fulfilled  satisfactorily  all  special  requirements,  and  have  received  a  satis- 
factory grade  throughout  the  entire  medical  course.  He  must  have  dis- 
charged all  indebtedness  to  the  school. 

State  Preliminary  Requirements 
The  requirements  for  admission  to  the  medical  course  of  a  college  in 
the  State  of  Texas  call  for  the  completion  of  a  standard  four-year  high 
school  course  of  study,  or  its  equivalent,  and  two  years  of  college  credit 
in  each  of  the  Sciences,  Physics,  Chemistry,  Biology,  and  a  modern  for- 
eign language.  By  presenting  satisfactory  credentials  the  applicant  may 
secure,  through  the  State  Board  of  Medical  Examiners,  a  State  Prelim- 
inary Certificate.  State  Preliminary  Certificates  are  required  of  students 
who  make  application  for  admission  to  the  Medical  College. 

Medical  Supervision  Over  Students 

Each  year  the  faculty  appoints  a  medical  adviser  to  the  students  in 
the  Medical  College.  When  necessary  the  officer  visits  the  students  in 
their  homes.  Through  him  the  services  of  specialists  are  secured  when 
indicated. 

Discipline 

Irregularity  of  conduct,  negligence,  and  habitual  absence  from  the 
assigned  work  of  the  institution  are  by  regulation  made  sufficient  basis 
for  suspension  or  expulsion. 

Leave  of  Absence 
Students  who  withdraw   from  the  Medical   College  without  notice  or 
who  fail  to  report  after  a  leave  of  absence  will  have  their  connection  with 
the  Medical  College  terminated. 

Tuition  and  Fees 

The  fees  for  the  ensuing  year  of  the  Freshman  class  will  be  $195.00, 
Sophomore  class  $190.00,  Junior  class  $190.00,  and  Senior  class  $185.00. 
These  sums  include  tuition,  laboratory  fees,  matriculation  fee,  microscope 
fee,  athletic  fee,  and  breakage  fee. 

The  fees  are :  For  matriculation,  five  dollars ;  for  instruction,  one 
hundred  fifty-five  dollars ;  for  microscope  fee,  five  dollars ;  for  labora- 
tory fee,  twenty  dollars;  for  athletic  fee,  five  dollars,  and  breakage  fee, 
five  dollars. 

Tuition  is  payable  in  advance  in  two  installments,  at  the  registrar's 
office;  one-half  before  the  beginning  of  the  school  year,  and  one-half 
on  or  before  February  1st.  No  student  will  be  permitted  to  begin  work 
in  any  department  until  his  or  her  tuition  has  been  paid. 

Students  not  appearing  for  examination  on  specified  dates  will  be 
requqired  to  pay  a  fee  of  three  dollars  for  a  special  examination. 

No  reduction  of  fees  is  ever  made,  and  no  fee  is  returnable  when  paid. 
No  officer  of  the  Medical  College  has  power  to  change  this  ruling  of  the 
President  of  the  University. 
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Microscopes 
Students  are  advised  to  purchase  their  own  microscopes,  but  those  who 
do  not  care  to  do  so  may  rent  one  from  the  school  at  a  cost  of  five  dol- 
lars per  annum.     Students  using  microscopes  which  belong  to  the  school 
are  liable  for  damage  done  the  instrument  while  in  their  possession. 

GENERAL    PLAN    OF    INSTRUCTION    AND    ANNOUNCEMENT 

OF  COURSES 

Instruction  in  the  Medical  College  extends  from  the  last  week  in  Sep- 
tember to  the  last  week  in  May.  The  academic  year  is  divided  into  half 
years  of  sixteen  weeks  duration.  The  first  half-year  extends  from  the 
last  week  in  September  to  the  last  week  in  January;  the  second  from  the 
first  week  in  February  to  the  close  of  the  academic  year. 

The  course  of  instruction  is  in  harmony  with  the  principles  adopted 
by  the  Association  of  American  Medical  Colleges.  The  course  may  be 
said  to  be  divided  into  two  periods  of  two  years  each ;  the  first  period 
devoted  to  the  fundamental  medical  sciences,  Biological  Chemistry,  An- 
atomy, Physiology,  Bacteriology,  Pharmacology,  and  Pathology,  includ- 
ing also  Physical  Diagnosis  and  Minor  Surgery;  the  second  period  to 
the  clinical   subjects,   Medicine,   Surgery,   Obstetrics   and  the   Specialties. 

First  Period 
The  subjects  of  the  first  two  years  have  been  arranged  according  to 
a  modification  of  the  concentration  system.  By  this  system  the  student 
is  enabled  to  concentrate  his  energy  upon  one  or  two  subjects,  and  must 
master  these  before  he  is  allowed  to  continue  the  course.  Thus  the  first 
year  is  devoted  to  Bacteriology,  Biochemistry,  and  Anatomy,  including 
Embryology,  Histology  and  Osteology. 

The  subjects  of  the  second  year  follow  in  logical  sequence  those  of 
the  year  preceding.  The  time  of  the  second  year  is  thus  given  over 
largely  to  Physiology,  Pathology,  Pharmacology,  Physical  Diagnosis, 
Minor  Surgery,  and  Nervous  and  Applied  Anatomy. 

Instruction  upon  the  subjects  of  the  first  two  years  is  almost  entirely 
practical,  so  that  the  greater  part  of  the  student's  time  is  spent  in  the 
laboratories. 

Second  Period 
With  the  beginning  of  the  third  year  the  student  enters  upon  the 
second  period,  which  covers  the  third  and  fourth  years,  and  is  devoted 
almost  exclusively  to  instruction  in  the  so-called  clinical  subjects — Medi- 
cine, Surgery,  Obstetrics  and  the  Specialties.  No  especial  opportunities 
are  offered  the  student  to  engage  in  a  special  line  of  work  before  he 
graduates.  It  has  always  been  the  object  and  aim  of  this  institution  to 
prepare  its  students  for  the  practice  of  general  medicine,  not  to  graduate 
them  as  "specialists." 

The  methods  of  instruction  are  varied,  but  mostly  practical.  The 
latter  include  ward  visits,  clinical  conferences  and  practical  observation 
in  the  wards  and  the  out-patient  department  of  the  Baylor  University 
Hospital  and  allied  hospitals. 
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ANATOMY

In  order  to  make  the  course  in  this  department  eminently  practical  and 
to  correlate  the  student's  knowledge  of  these  subjects  these  courses  are 
given  simultaneously  and  in  such  order  as  best  to  develop  the  student's 
knowledge  of  the  subjects  presented. 
Course  I. — Histoeogy  and  Embryology — 300  Hours. 

This  course  consists  of  lectures,  recitations,  demonstrations  and  labor- 
atory work. 

Following  the  study  of  the  minute  anatomy  of  the  cell  the  intrinsic 
structure  of  the  fundamental  mammalian  tissues  is  considered,  in  prepara- 
tion for  the  study  of  their  interrelations  as  component  parts  of  the 
organs  and  organ  systems.  The  greater  part  of  the  course  is  devoted  to 
the  study  of  the  architecture  and  detailed  structure  of  the  adult  organs. 
Throughout  the  course  the  interrelationship  of  structural  condition  and 
functional  activity  is  emphasized. 

The  developmental  history  of  the  organ  is  considered  in  connection 
with  the  microscopical  anatomy.  The  attention  of  the  student  is  directed 
to  the  bearing  of  the  embryological  phenomena  upon  clinical  subjects. 
In  embryology  a  systematic  study  of  the  development  of  the  chick  is 
carefully  considered;  also  sections  of  embryos  of  domestic  animals  and 
gross  specimens  of  human  embryos  are  exhibited  and  studied.  Attention 
is  given  to  the  cause  of  malformation. 

Professor   Duncan. 

Course  II.— Gross  Anatomy— 585  Hours. 

This  course  consists  of  dissection,  supplemented  by  daily  lectures  or 
conferences,  and  demonstrations.  In  this  course  each  student  dissects 
the  entire  body,  save  the  brain,  which  is  dissected  during  the  second  year. 
This  work  is  carried  out  under  the  guidance  of  members  of  the  staff. 
So  that  the  student  will  acquire  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  bones  of 
the  human  body,  he  is  supplied  with  a  skeleton  for  private  study.  The 
osteology  of  each  region  to  be  studied  is  discussed  before  the  dissection 
of  the  soft  parts  is  undertaken.  The  class  is  divided  into  sections  to 
allow  of  a  greater  amount  of  individual  attention.  Daily  conferences 
are  held  throughout  the  term. 

Professor  Looney  and  Associates. 
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Course  III. — Topographical  Anatomy. 

This  course  is  given  after  Course  II  is  completed.  Cross  sections, 
models  and  special  dissections  are  utilized.  Each  student  prepares  a  set 
of  about  fifty  tracings  made  from  cross-sections,  showing  the  outline 
and  relations  of  the  principal  structures  of  the  body.

Second  Year 

Course  IV. — Anatomy  oe  the  Nervous  System  and  Organs  of  Special 
Sense — Hours,  105. 
This  course  consists  of  lectures,  recitations,  demonstrations  and  labora- 
tory work.  It  includes  a  complete  dissection  of  the  human  brain,  a 
consideration  of  the  development  of  the  nervous  system  and  sense  organs. 
The  gross  dissection  is  followed  by  a  study  of  neurohistology  of  fiber 
tracts,  neuclei,  the  interrelations  of  neurone  systems  and  functional  sig- 
nificance of  special  organs.  Charts,  models,  serial  sections,  and  a  series 
of  special  preparations  of  the  central  and  peripheral  nervous  systems 
are  used  in  this  course.  Structure  and  function  of  the  different  parts 
are  correlated  in  this   course.

Course  V. — Applied  Anatomy — 160  Hours. 

This  course  is  designed  to  cover  those  features  in  anatomy  that  have 
direct  application  to  the  practice  of  medicine  and  surgery.  The  instruc- 
tion consists  in  laboratory  work,  demonstrations  and  quizzes.  Liberal  use 
is  made  of  cross-sections  of  the  human  body,  special  dissections,  special 
preparation  and  the  living  body.

PATHOLOGY,  BACTERIOLOGY,  HYGIENE  AND  PREVENTIVE 

MEDICINE

Pathology 

Instruction  in  Pathology  is  given  during  the  second,  third  and  fourth 
years.  Each  course  is  designed  to  teach  not  only  pathological  anatomy 
but  also  to  lay  stress  on  the  accompanying  alterations  of  function.  An 
abundance  of  material  is  available  for  gross  and  microscopic  study  from 
surgical  operations  and  autopsies. 
Course  I. — General  Pathology. 

Nine  hours  a  week  for  the  first  semester  of  the  second  year.  A  prac- 
tical laboratory  course  in  general  Pathological  Histology,  supplemented 
by  the  study  of  fresh  and  museum  specimens  and  by  recitations  in  gen- 
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eral  pathology.  The  course  is  divided  into  three  main  heads:  (a)  Cir- 
culatory disturbances,  under  which  are  included  hemorrhage  and  its 
effects,  passive  hyperemia,  thrombosis,  embolism;  infarction  and  edema; 
(b)  Degenerative  processes,  consisting  of  necrosis,  fatty  changes, 
atrophy,  amyloidosis,  hyaline,  and  other  forms  of  degeneration;  (c)  Ii>- 
flammation,  together  with  regeneration  and  repairs  of  injuries. 

Professor  Caldwell  and  Assistants. 
Course  II. — Pathology  of  Infections. 

Nine  hours  a  week  for  the  second  semester  of  the  second  year.  The 
first  half  of  the  semester  is  devoted  to  the  study  of  tuberculosis,  syphilis, 
actinomycosis,  blastomycosis,  leprosy  and  the  other  diseases  classed  as 
infectious  granulomas,  while  the  remainder  of  the  semester  is  occupied 
with  the  true  tumors.  Recitations  and  laboratory  instructions  are  con- 
tinued as  in  General  Pathology.

Course  III. — Special  Pathology. 

Six  hours  a  week  during  the  first  semester  of  the  third  year.  A  labor- 
atory, recitation  and  lecture  course  in  Special  Pathology  in  which  em- 
phasis is  placed  upon  the  clinical  aspects  of  the  conditions  considered.

Course  IV.— Autopsy  Technique. 

Autopsies  are  witnessed  by  members  of  the  Junior  and  Senior  classes. 
The  proper  conduct  of  the  autopsy  and  the  method  of  recording  are  em- 
phasized. Senior  students  are  assigned  in  rotation  to  assist  in  the  per- 
formance of  the  autopsies.  Professor   Caldwell. 

Bacteriology 
Course  I.— Bacteriology,  Immunology  and  Serology — 126  Hours. 

This  course  consists  of  lectures,  recitations  and  laboratory  work.  Its 
application  to  human  medicine  and  welfare  is  stressed.  The  students  are 
thoroughly  instructed  in  the  preparation  of  the  culture  media,  steriliza- 
tion of  media  and  apparatus;  the  testing  of  disinfectants,  bacteriology  of 
air,  water  and  soil ;  methods  of  immunization  and  vaccination ;  relation 
of  bacteria  to  infection;  methods  of  cultivating  bacteria  and  of  isolating 
them  in  pure  culture;  and  the  steps  necessary  to  the  identification  of 
particular  species  of  bacteria.  Dr.  Saye. 

Course  II. — Hygiene  and  Preventive  Medicine — 54  Hours. 

The  course  in  Preventive  Medicine  consists  of  lectures  and  demonstra- 
tions, laboratory  work,  sanitary  survey  and  sanitary  excursions. 

A  consideration  of  the  factors  concerned  in  the  direct  causation  of 
disease,  and  the  manifold  conditions  of  life  that  indirectly  favor  the 
occurrence  of  disease  among  individuals,  groups  of  individuals  and  com- 
munities. 

A  brief  sketch  of  the  important  transmissible  and  epidemic  diseases, 
embracing  a  discussion  of  their  modes  of  transmission,  portals  of  infec- 
tion, geographical  and  seasonal  distribution  and  the  approved  methods 
of  their  prevention. 
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A  consideration  of  prophylaxis  in  general,  embracing  disinfection  and 
disinfectants,  protective  vaccination  and  the  antitoxic  state,  the  disposal 
of  the  dead  after  infectious  diseases,  and  quarantine. 

The  hygiene  of  milk  production.  The  legal  aspects  of  public  health 
administration. 

The  atmosphere  from  the  chemical,  physical,  and  biological  standpoints; 
the  air  of  enclosed  spaces;  the  problems  of  ventilation  and  heating;  the 
various  pollutions  of  the  atmosphere,  such,  for  instance,  as  those  from 
the  soil,  from  industries,  from  sewers,  etc.,  and  their  influence  on  health 
and  disease.  ,,  jj  f^^f 

Each  student  is  required  to  make  a  special  investigation  of  some  public 
health  problem.  Professor  Black. 

PHARMACOLOGY    AND    PHYSIOLOGICAL    CHEMISTRY, 
INCLUDING  MATERIA  MEDICA  AND  THERAPEUTICS

Course  I. — Physioeogicae  Chemistry — 180  Hours. 

The  course  in  Physiological  Chemistry  is  given  during  the  first  semester 
of  the  first  year.  The  student  begins  with  a  thorough  study  of  the  com- 
position, properties,  and  principal  reactions  of  carbohydrates,  fats  and 
proteins.  Following  this  a  detailed  study  of  the  composition  and  prop- 
erties of  the  secretions  of  the  salivary,  gastric,  and  pancreatic  glands  is 
made,  paying  especial  attention  to  enzymes  and  their  action.  A  qualita- 
tive analysis  of  bile  and  a  qualitative  and  quantitative  examination  of 
milk,  blood,  and  urine  is  made.  Each  student  is  required  to  examine 
urine  for  various  pathological  constituents  such  as  sugar,  albumin,  acetone 
bodies,  bile  acids  and  pigments,  blood,  pus,  etc.  Quantitative  estima- 
tions of  blood  sugar,  uric  acid,  and  other  important  constituents  of  blood 
are  made.    Several  complete  gastric  analyses  are  required  of  each  student.

Course  II. — Materia  Medica — 80  Hours. 

During  the  first  semester  of  the  second  year  five  hours  a  week  are 
devoted  to  the  study  of  crude  drugs,  pharmocopeial  preparations,  dosage, 
symptoms  of  poisoning  by  common  poisons  and  their  antidotes,  the  most 
common  incompatibilities,  and  the  principles  of  prescription  writing.

Course   III.— Pharmacoeogy,   Inceuding   Pharmacy  and   Toxicoeogy — 
225  Hours. 

This  is  primarily  a  laboratory  course  supplemented  by  lectures,  quizzes, 
demonstrations  and  conferences.  The  students  are  required  to  prepare 
the   more   important    official   preparations    as   described   by   the   U.    S. 
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Pharmacopoeia.  Laboratory  work  in  Pharmacology  includes  the  prac- 
tical study  of  the  physical  and  chemical  properties  of  the  active  principles 
of  drugs  and  their  physiological  action.  The  chemical  work  is  done  by 
the  students  individually,  while  for  the  work  upon  mammals  the  class 
is  divided  into  sections  of  four  or  five  students.  Especial  emphasis  is 
directed  to  the  therapeutic  application  and  toxicological  effects  of  the 
drugs  studied. 

One  conference  a  week  is  devoted  to  informal  discussion  of  subjects 
considered  in  the  lectures  and  the  results  of  the  laboratory  work. 

Two  weeks  is  devoted  to  the  consideration  of  the  principal  chemical 
tests  and  isolation  of  the  various  poisons,  paying  especial  attention  to  the 
medico-legal  aspects  of  toxicology.

Course  IV. — Practical  Anaesthesia.

PHYSOLOGY

The  work  in  Physiology  is  designed  as  intensive  laboratory  study  of 
the  normal  mode  of  functioning  of  the  various  parts  of  the  body  and  of 
the  body  as  a  whole.  It  should  be  preceded  by  dissection  of  the  cadaver 
and  the  elements  of  biochemistry.  The  laboratory  work  on  animals  and 
students  will  be  largely  individual,  supplemented  by  special  demonstra- 
tions on  the  more  difficult  topics.  Frequent  reference  to  the  current 
scientific  literature  is  required. 
Course  I. — Physiology — 150  Hours. 

First  Semester,  second  year.  Study  of  the  blood,  heart,  circulation, 
respiration  and  digestion.  Sixty  hours,  lectures  and  quiz ;  ninety  hours, 
laboratory.  Professor   Rogers   and  Assistants. 

Course  II. — Physiology — 150  Hours. 

Second  semester,  second  year.  The  physiology  of  metabolism,  excre- 
tion, the  nervous  system,  special  senses,  including  the  principles  of 
dioptrics,  ophthalmoscopy  and  retinoscopy.  Sixty  hours,  lectures  and 
quiz;  ninety  hours,  laboratory.

Instruction  in  medicine  is  so  given  as  to  conform  to  the  most  modern 
requirements.  The  work  begins  in  the  second  year  with  a  course  in 
physical  diagnosis,  and  is  continued  throughout  the  third  and  fourth 
years.  During  the  latter  two  years  the  course  consists  of  lectures,  reci- 
tations, a  study  of  case  histories,  clinical  conferences,  and  practical  work 
in  the  clinical  laboratory  and  at  the  bedside.  The  work  is  made  as  prac- 
tical  as   possible. 

The  third  year  class  is  divided  into  small  sections,  which  are  required 
to  attend  the  daily  dispensary  service,  where  they  are  drilled  especially 
in  history  taking  and  in  the  technique  of  practical  physical  diagnosis. 

The  fourth  year  class  is  similarly  divided  into  small  sections  and  they 
are  required  to  attend  the  daily  clinics  in  the  Baylor  University  Hospital, 
Parkland  Hospital  and  allied  institutions. 

The  system  of  clinics  to  small  groups  of  students  affords  a  most  effec- 
tive method  of  studying  disease  and  gives  to  every  student  an  opportunity 
of  following  a  large  assortment  of  diseases  from  their  commencement  to 
the  termination  of  illness ;  in  no  other  way  is  it  possible  to  get  a  more 
practical  knowledge  of  the  methods  of  studying  disease  or  a  more  inti- 
mate knowledge  of  disease  itself. 

Every  patient  in  the  wards  of  the  Baylor  University  Hospital  and 
Parkland  Hospital  is  assigned  to  students  who  are  required  (under  proper 
supervision)  to  take  the  history,  to  make  and  record  a  complete  physical 
examination,  and  discuss  with  the  instructor  the  indications  for,  and 
results  of,  treatment. 
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Course  I.— General  Medicine. 

Recitations,  clinics,  and  quizzes  on  diseases  of  the  respiratory  and 
circulatory  systems,  infectious  diseases,  tropical  diseases,  constitutional 
diseases,  and  diseases  of  the  blood  and  ductless  glands.

Course  II. — Clinicae  Medicine.

The  various  groups  of  drugs  are  studied  from  the  stand- 
point of  the  indications  for  and  the  method  of  their  use  in  the  treatment 
of  diseases  and  the  student  observes  their  effect  as  employed  in  the 
regular  treatment  of  the  patients  in  the  medical  wards  and  the  out-patient 
department.

Course  VIII. — Work  in  the  Out-Patient  Department. 

In  this  course  students  are  assigned  newly  admitted  patients.  After 
the  student  has  taken  the  history  and  made  a  physical  examination,  the 
physician  in  charge  goes  over  the  case  with  him,  pointing  out  omissions 
or  defects  in  his  or  her  work  and  consulting  as  to  the  differential  diag- 
nosis, the  prognosis  and  treatment. 
Course  IX. — Laboratory  Diagnosis. 

Six  hours  a  week  during  the  first  semester  of  the  third  year.  A  labora- 
tory course  in  the  methods  of  examining  blood,  urine,  sputum,  gastric 
contents,  feces,  cerebrospinal  fluid,  exudates  and  other  material,  together 
with  the  interpretation  of  the  results  so  obtained  in  relation  to  diagnosis 
and  treatment.

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Course  I. — Demonstration  and  Manikin  Course — Third  Year. 

In  addition  to  the  lectures  and  recitations  given  to  the  Junior  students, 
they  will  be  divided  into  small  sections  which  will  work  in  the  dispensary, 
examining  patients  during  all  stages  of  pregnancy,  and  drilled  in  the 
mechanism  of  labor  for  normal  and  pathological  presentations  (on  the 
manikin).  They  will  be  given  an  opportunity  to  witness  the  management 
of  labor  and  to  observe  the  technique  which  will  give  them  a  practical 
knowledge  to  be  applied  in  the  Senior  year.

Course  II. — Practical  Obstetrics — Fourth  Year. 

We  are  fortunate  in  controlling  the  obstetrical  material  in  the  city  of 
Dallas,  which  gives  an  opportunity  to  each  Senior  student  to  deliver  more 
than  the  requisite  number  required  by  the  American  Medical  Association. 

All  deliveries  are  conducted  under  the  supervision  of  the  assistants, 
who  report  to  the  head  of  the  department  any  unusual  developments.  A 
record  of  each  confinement,  prenatal  and  puerperal,  is  made  by  the  stu- 
dent and  kept  on  file  in  the  college  and  those  present  are  thoroughly 
quizzed  in  reference  to  diagnosis,  mechanism  and  treatment. 

The  waiting  obstetrical  cases  are  assigned  to  the  students  who  are 
expected  to  take  a  careful  history,  make  a  physical  examination,  diag- 
nosis of  presentation  and  position  of  the  fetus,  which  will  be  confirmed 
by  a  member  of  the  staff,  and  checked  up  at  delivery.  L,abor  records 
must  be  carefully  written  upon  proper  blanks,  provided  for  this  purpose, 
and  daily  visits  made  to  the  puerperal  patient  and  the  new  born  child, 
these  visits  to  cover  ten  or  more  days,  as  the  case  requires.  This  work 
gives  to  the  student  practical  bedside  instruction. 

Baylor  Hospital  receives  maternity  calls  for  our  outdoor  maternity 
clinics  and  to  care  for  this  service  Senior  students  are  assigned  in  rota- 
tion, each  student  serving  for  a  definite  period  of  time.

Two  hours  per  week  during  the  second  semester.  Total  thirty-two 
hours.  This  is  essentially  a  laboratory  course  for  the  demonstration  of 
surgical  technique.  It  includes  bandaging,  the  uses  of  Plaster  of  Paris, 
sterilization,  preparation  and  application  of  surgical  dressings  and  splints, 
the  taking  of  surgical  histories,  the  preparation  and  after  care  of  opera- 
tive patients,  and  the  administration  of  local  and  general  anaesthetics. 
The  various  minor  operations  used  in  surgical  therapeutics  are  demon- 
strated in  a  practical  way.

Course  III. — Applied  Anatomy. 

Two  hours  per  week  during  the  first  semester.     For  detailed  descrip- 
tion see  Course  V,  Department  of  Anatomy. 
Course  IV. — Principles  oe  Surgery. 

Two  hours  weekly  throughout  the  yea".  Total  sixty-four  hours.  The 
principles  of  surgery  are  taught  by  lecture,  recitation  and  demonstration, 
using  clinical   and  pathological   material    from   the   hospital   and  museum.

Course  V. — Clinical  Surgery. 

One  hour  per  week  throughout  the  year.  Total  thirty-two  hours.  The 
diagnosis  and  treatment  of  surgical  diseases  are  taught,  utilizing  patients 
from  the  dispensary  and  hospital.

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Course  VI.— Fractures  and  Dislocations.

This  course 
consists  of  lectures  and  recitations,  supplemented  by  demonstrations  of 
the  cystoscope  and  other  instruments  used  in  urologic  diagnosis  and 
treatment.

Course  VIII. — Surgical  Pathology. 

Two  hours  per  week  during  the  second  semester.  Total  thirty-two 
hours.  Specimens  from  the  operating  room  and  museum  are  studied  in 
gross  and  microscopically,  in  connection  with  the  clinical  histories,  in 
suitable  cases.  Professor  Caldwell. 

Course  IX. — Operative  Surgery. 

Two  hours  per  week  during  the  second  semester.  Total  thirty-two 
hours.  Students  are  first  taught  the  names  and  uses  of  the  various 
instruments  and  surgical  supplies,  after  which,  in  groups,  they  perform 
operations  upon  the  cadaver.  Each  one  is  required  to  perform  one  or 
more  animal  operations  under  general  anaesthesia  observing  strict  aseptic 
precautions.

Course  X. — Surgical  Dispensary. 

Twelve  hours  per  week  to  sections  of  the  class  throughout  the  year. 
Total  for  each  student,  ninety-six  hours.  Clinical  histories  are  first  taken 
and  complete  physical  examinations  are  made  by  the  students,  after 
which  instructive  pathologic  conditions  are  demonstrated  to  the  section 
by  the  instructor.  Students  do  most  of  the  dressing  and  treatments  under 
direct  supervision.

The  tendency  for  many  years  has  been  to  subdivide  the  general  sur- 
gical specialties  into  many  groups,  at  times  laying  unwarranted  emphasis 
upon  each,  frequently  to  such  an  extent  that  the  student  has  found  him- 
self greatly  confused,  thereby  failing  to  correlate  the  information  which 
is  at  hand. 

The  graduate  who  determines  to  make  the  Eye,  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat 
his  life  work  can  be  better  taught  where  the  work  is  correlated.  The 
student  who  has  only  a  general  interest  in  the  cases  seen  in  this  depart- 
ment can  be  more  thoroughly  drilled  in  the  relative  importance  of  the 
commoner  diseases  involving  these  interesting  subdivisions  of  one's  an- 
atomy, when  there  is  a  more  determined  effort  made  to  bring  together 
the  interesting  cases,  as  well  as  the  data,  many  of  the  symptoms  of  one 
organ  being  a  separate  expression  of  the  diseases  existing  in  another. 
We  know  of  no  place  where  the  surgeon  has  any  interest  in  such  a 
correlation. 

Hence  Baylor  has  created  a  department  with  a  chairman,  removing 
these  specialties  from  the  Department  of  Surgery.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  chairman  in  this  department  to  subdivide  the  work  into  competent 
hands,  requiring  the  most  accurate  clinical  teaching  in  the  Dispensary  and 
hospitals,  not  over  emphasizing  or  underestimating  the  things  that  can 
be  made  of  interest  and  of  the  most  value  to  the  student  in  his  future 
career  as  a  general  practitioner. 

Students  will  be  divided  into  groups  for  dispensary  work  and  they 
will  become  familiar  with  not  only  diagnosis  but  treatment  as  well. 

In  the  new  building  ample  space  is  provided  for  conferences,  where 
the  most  interesting  cases  of  the  clinic  will  be  brought  together  for  com- 
bined study. 

Course  of  Instruction 

The  course  of  instruction  in  Ophthalmology  and  Oto-Laryngology  is 
carried  on  in  the  Out-Patients'  Department  of  the  Baylor  Hospital  as 
well  as  in  Baylor  and  Parkland  Hospitals,  where,  owing  to  the  large 
clinics,  the  students  are  afforded  ample  opportunity  of  receiving  a  thor- 
ough instruction  in  these  subjects.  The  course  is  so  arranged  that  the 
third  and  fourth  year  students  receive  work  of  a  different  nature. 
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Course  I. 

The  Junior  students  largely  in  the  Dispensary  will  receive  instruction 
in  (a)  The  normal  anatomy  of  the  ear,  nose  and  throat,  as  exemplified 
in  moist  dissections,  dried  specimens,  models,  stereoscopic  plates  and 
radiograms  of  normal  conditions  of  the  accessory  sinuses  of  the  nose 
and  mastoid  process;  (b)  the  method  of  using  the  various  instruments 
for  examining  the  eye,  ear,  nose  and  throat;  (c)  the  usual  tests  for 
hearing;  (d)  the  recognition  of  normal  conditions  of  these  special  organs, 
as  exemplified  by  clinical  material;  (e)  comprehensive  short  course  in 
refraction.  The  work  to  be  subdivided  in  the  hands  of  Drs.  Cary,  Car- 
penter, Bettison,  Jones,  Decherd,  Marchman,  Hardin  and  Knowles. 
Course  II. 

In  the  fourth  year  the  students  have  presented  to  them  only  patho- 
logical conditions  affecting  these  organs.  As  many  cases  as  is  possible 
are  brought  forward  to  illustrate  the  various  diseases,  and  the  clinical 
material  thus  presented  is  dealt  with  in  a  clinical  lecture,  and  is  further 
enlarged  !  gross  pathological  specimens,  microscopial  material  and 
lantern  shY.cs.  One  lecture  a  week  in  Ophthalmology  during  two  sem- 
esters, by  Dr.  Cary.  One  lecture  a  week  on  the  nose  and  throat  during 
the  first  semester  by  Dr.  Boyd.
